At the 
initial meeting of the ad hoc group under the chairmanship of 
the State member on October 6, the form and content of a re- 
sponse to the problems posed by NSC 79 'were discussed and 
agreed upon. 


On February 23 the Senior Staff agreed that this project should 
be divided as follows; (1) a statement of U, S. and allied 
war objectives in the event of a global wars and (2) a state- 
ment of the conditions the U, S, would be willing to accept 
for a peaceful settlement with the USSR, including a plan for 
the reduction and regulation of armaments and armed forces.
